REMARKS 

In the above-referenced office action, the Examiner has maintained the 
previously cited rejections and made this action final. Applicant respectfully and 
strenuously traverses. Further, Applicant incorporates by reference the remarks 
made in the previous response. 

The Examiner asserts that Applicants arguments were fully considered 
and that a "primae facie" case of anticipation was provided. The Examiner 
further states, without support, that areas of Reinhold were cited that "do teach 
transmitted [sic] a plurality of EGM signals, receiving a signal from an IMD, 
modulating EGM signals from the IMD and transmitting the modulated signal." 

This is wholly and factually incorrect. Reinhold teaches acquiring EKG 
signals from an external medical device. An EKG is not the same as an EGM. 
Thus, an EKG teaching does not anticipate a claimed EGM. An external device, 
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
